aay pystam and resort to all kinds.of oxpe- 
ients to prevent its use from becoming 
general ;' and the Commissioner of Customa 
at Canton attributed ‘the great increase in 
the impart trado of 1801 {otha facilities the 
transit passoa secured,” and drow a- strong 
inforengo ‘as to the extent to which with 
lighter taxation arid. unfettered transit pri- 
viteges the trade-and prosperity of the pro- 
yinge could be increased.’ Tho transit trade 
could possibly support additional taxation 
if greater facilitics and privileges were con- 
ceded. Ifa fixed lekin duty could be ar- 
raoged payable on autry, simultaneously 
with the import duty, thus freoing foreign 
imports from: all further taxation inland— 
as is now done in regard to opium—auch 
an arrangement might moet the exigaucies 
of the provincial revonue. It certainly 
would do much to enaure the expansion of 
foroign trade. Tho lowering of Iekin to 
Joss than transit pass duty does not mean 
again to trade ; when guods get beyond 
Canton.ond into the interior they are sub- 
jeated to squeezes of unknown amount ; 
the lowering of rates at Canton, wo may ba 
certain, is not more than temporary, and 
until tho machinory for the carrying out 
of transit passes is thrown out of gear. Tho 
time has now arrived whon the Kwangtung 
authorities abould be required to strictly 
observe Trenty provisions. The British 
Ministor at Peking bas, it is said, called for 
reports from H.ML's Consuls at the Treaty 
ports where transit trade exists, and we 
may feel auro Mr O'Qouor will do whatover 
is possible under the unfortunate circume 
stances; but great injustice and scrious 
injury has already been done, and yoara 
will be required to remove the evil conse- 
quencos, or to effect ahy revival in the. 
transit pasa trade at Canton. It is tho duty 
of the Chamber to do all. in its power to 
uphold the Treaty rights already conceded 
to commerce, and to see that stipulations 
with regird té transit passes are observed 
as fully in the: south os in the north of 
Obina.

incurred by the Companica in making their 
gold outpayments to. the Administrations 
beyond the Companies’“tolegraph systems. 
The imposition of this inordased charge is 
viowed very unfavourably and ie gonerally 
regardad :as oxccessivg.:. While ithe Gom- 
panios charge $2.30 por word, the Chinese 
Government continue to take messages for 
Buropa ab $2 per word, Instead of the 
Companies requiring their old customers to 
make good tha loss by the fall in the gold 
ynlue of silver, from which wo -are already 
hoavy sufferers; surely the Administrations 
boyond the Companies telegraph systems 
shonid ahare in this loss. It scoms to 
me that we should now rather: incroase 
than rolec our efforts to affect a reduction 
in telegraph rates. On. the Companies’ 
awn showing a reduction from $2 per word 
ia possible without entailing on them any. 
yory serious consequences. Tho nead for 
an alteraative cable connection botween 
Hongkong and Singaporo is urgent, as 
when tho line between Saigon and Sing- 
spore is interrupted; Hongkong mossages 
to and from Europe, Amorica, and olss- 
where havo to gd through Siberia. In ‘the 
event. of political complications. or. wat, 
Hongkong might easily bo cut off from 
telegraphic communication, and it is of the 
first importance to foreign trado, and 
otherwise, to have the proposed duplicate 
cable between Hongkong, Labuan, ‘and 
Singapore; in fact the advantages to be 
derived’ ara overwhelming and as: pablic 
interests are safeguarded your Committee 
acted wisely in rocommondiog the duplicate 
cable beiag: proceeded with, fn alt pro- 
bability the work will bs commenced st no 
very distaut date: Tho cable connecting 
Gap Rock with Hongkong works satis- 
factorily ond with the Gop Rock Light- 
house is a great boon to shipping. So 
soon, however, os the Government is 
reimbursed for tho. cast of the light- 
house and the connecting cablo, from 
the increagad light-dues now being levied, 
care stiould be taken to gat the light-dues 
reduced to their formor level, a8 was pro- 
miaod by our Inte Governor. Shipping is 
our fife, it should be absdfately free, with 
no tolls. of any kind thereon, Qur Ob- 
getvatory in connection with the shipping 
trade might be more useful, aud the Go- 
yernment agrees that it is a case for en~ 

uiry whether ‘tho existing expenditure 
thereon ix not excessive, ard whether the 
work performed doos not inclade an undaa 
proportion of research and observation, 
which, though prébably of interest’ to the 
scientific world, has no special value for 
Mongkung taxpayers who provide its cost. 
The ganeral depression of trade; which. be- 
came moro marked throughout the world 
after tho Anancial crisis of 1890, has con- 
tinued with unabated soverity until tho 

resont momént, The apparent paradox 
that tho trade of China was largor in 1892 
than in 1804, with'a deorease in revanwte 
‘and with a decrexse in tho quantity of 
ataple goods landed and shipped; is ex- 
plained .by the Statistical Secretary of the 
Chineso Imperial Maritime Cuatoms,” who 
finds that ‘it ia ascribable to tho great da- 
preciation in tha guld value of silver, whioh 
puhances the market value of imports and 
allows of higher priecs being paid for ex~ 
ports destined to gold eutrency countries 
without adding to tho laying down cost.” 
‘An wattor of fact, if tho values wera es- 
timated in ailver thore is a gain of a little 
mora than I per cent., whilo if estimated 
in gold thero was an apparent loss of about 
Ll por cent.” Trada will continue to suffer 
serionsly and bo attended with well-nigh 
insurmountable difficulties while there ara 
violent and uncontrollable fluctuations in 
exchange, and the gold value of silver re- 
maina shrouded in a wearing state of 
boundless uncertainty. Kngland hitherto 
has ocoupied a position of supremacy in the 
financial world, aud is moro degply in- 
terested in the future of silver than any 
other country in tho world, yet she slects 
to beled by the gold buga of the City of 
aonden and delaye favouring « return to 
interuational bimetallism. Gold’and silver 
worked admirably together for two hun- 
dred yonra previous to 1873, the old system 
and the old partnership betweon the two 
motals gavo what ia required, viz , etability, 
and iaas practicable to-day as it. was then 
if England did not block the woy. Tf per- 
mitted to follow hor present} policy Eng- 
Tish manofactarea will have to give way 
in fdvour of industries in India and the Far 
Fast, and British trado with eilvor using 
countries inust aconer or Jator disippear. 
The stoppage of the free coinage of silver at 
the Indian Mints would ba most mis- 
chipyous and dongerous, and the Shanghai 


ing the siteation so clearly in their letter 
of Oth February: last to the China Associa- 
tion in London, and the Singapore Chamber 
nf Gommerce decided wisely to pass ro- 
solutions in January last, strongly urging 
the Government to press upon the home 
authorities the necessity for full consider- 
ation of the colony's interests, and that no 
final decision should be come to without 
the ‘consent of the Legistativa Cxuncil 
there, From appendix.

Towards tha olose af his Governor- 
shipSir William's health had unfortunately 
given way, and though-the Ohamber differed

thia that it belonged to the grandmothorly 
class of legislation. Well, 1 think the 
Washington ‘Legislature can hardly bo ac- 


cused of that kind of legislation, yet, only 
recently, a Bill was passed by Conyress to 
put astop to dealing 10 fatures, the evils of 
gambling of this description having become 
ao serious as todemanda check, Wedaonot 
gamble here in produce, and force up prices 
of food by so doing, but the gambiing in 
shares that had no existence had equally 
disastrous effects; and it is o matter 
for congratitation it bas been stop. 
ped. Share business is certainly rather 
limited now, but it ia on s sound 
basis, . The reign of the ‘bears’ is 
over, and it is no longer possible for opera- 
tora to depreciate the value of stocks at 
their pleasure. It may take years for thie 
stock market to.recovar from the effects of 
the late boom and its collapse, but it would 
be falae policy to endeavonrto bring this 
about by any forcing process, auch as infls- 
tion by means of apecilation in time bar- 
gains, Whon the recovery takes place let 
it bo sound and therough, dus only to 
naturel causes. I trust that, in view of

The. Action of the-Hoppo of Canton in 
granting Preferential Duties on Junk-carried 
Qargo.—In continuation of the correspoa- 
dence bogun in 1891 botwéen the Foreign 
Office and the Chamber, a despatch was 
received from tha Marquis of Salisbury in 
which, referring to the action of tho 
Hoppe, Hie Lordship states—Hor Britan- 
nic Majesty's Minister af Peking had 
brought the. subject to the notice of tho 
Ministors of the Taung-li Yamén represant~ 
jng that such’ ireogularity of taxation was 
opposed to the spirit of the tronties be- 
tweon Foreign Powers and China,-Tho 
Chinese Ministora admittad the irregularity 
of tho Hoppo's action, and stated that 
telogram had been received setting forth, 
on. the authority of the Hoppo, that the 
reduction in: tho Native tariff no longer 
oxisted, and that if any irregularities were 
still practiecd they must be dao to uu- 
authorised action on the part of tho 
Hoppo's subordinates, Thp Viceroy bad 
asked that Official to oxercies strict supar- 
vision over their condact, and tho Minis- 
tera of the Yamén hoped for a speedy re- 
moval of the abuses complained of. 

Infringement of Treaty Rights.—In con- 
nection with the quostion of disregard of 
Tranty obligations on the ; part of the 
Chinese Authorities, Mr Edward Herton, 
of Hoihow, bos farnished the Chamber 
with oopics of correspondence with Her 
Britannic Majesty's Minister ot Peking 
jn referenca to the arbitrary action of the 
Authorities in connection with the export 
of live pigs from Riungchow. This, he 
contends, is a violation of the Treaty. 
betwoen Great Britain and Ohina, and tho 
grouvda of contention, arg clearly defined 
in accompanying lethert.” tg 

The Merchant Shipping Consolidation 
Ordinance.—Tho Honourable LT. H. White- 
head, while the Bill was before tho Coun- 
cil, moved on behalf of the Chamber, 
among other amendments, for an altcration 
of the provisions in the Ordinonce conatitut- 
ing the Harbour Master Marino Magistrate, 
and, as such, o Stipendiary Magistrate with 
power to preside at tho various Naval 
Courts and Inquiries ander the Merchant 
Shipping Acts. The objections to this dual 
appointment, which appear most prominent 
to the Chamber are, that the peraon hold- 
ing the appointment of Harbour Mus- 
ter cannot be expected to know tho 
rulog and the practices of Courts of 
Justice, und also that as president of Navul 
Courts he might not wnfrequon'ly be 
placed cithor in the position of a com- 
plainunt, or of ono interested.

Lighthouse Board,—As a matter jatimate-
